THE STRONG RIGHT ARM 

OF CANADA 


R ECEIVING deposits or making loans, Canada's 
hanks are dealing largely with other people's 
money. Parliament has placed the strictest safe¬ 
guards around the handling of other people's money. 

When you deposit, or when you borrow, the 
strong right arm of the nation itself is thrown about 
you, for hanking is subjected, through The Bank 
Art, to greater Government regulation, stricter 
supervision and more penetrating Parliamentary 
scrutiny than any other business in Canada. 

Banka assemble the surplus funds of millions of Cana¬ 
dians, mostly in small sums. Based mi these tleposits , 
anti thrir outi resources, they make credit available 
where needed , far agriculture , commerce , industry , 
lumbering , mining , fishing, transportation , markets, 
governments, municipalities and individuals. 


These are grave rcsnoimihili. 
lies. In (iincharging them the 
hanks are well supervised. 

Charters of all Canadian 
hanks expire at the end of every 
ten years; they can he renewed 
for no more than ten years and 
then only after the most search* 
ing parliamentary investigation 
of the whole business of hanking. 

< an you name any other form 
of enterprise in Canada in w hich 
every company's charter i xpirrs 
at one time? Or which has to 
undergo parliamentary investi¬ 
gation os a condition to con linn- 
»ng in business? 

Parliament ran, of course, 
amend Hie Hank Art at any 
time, hut every ten years that 
Act is thrown open for what ia 
known as the "llecennial Hrvi- 
sion *. Tiai.k officers are called 
before the Hanking and Com¬ 
iner re Committee of the House 
of Commons. 'They are examined 
and cross-examined by members 
and every phase of hanking is 
fully disclosed. 

It is a large committer which 
includes many of the ablest 
minds in Parliament. F.very 
province and every political 
party is represented on il, so 
that Canadians do not lack in 
any sense for the most pen* (rat¬ 
ing examination of the hunur-H 
i’f hanking. 

Canadians as a people thus 
regulate the business of hanking 
llirough their elected representa¬ 
tives. Into The llank Act. by 
reason of the work of this Com¬ 
mit lee over the years, have been 
built all of the safeguards 
prompted by expeiicnce. 

In addition. Canada's char¬ 
tered banks an- supervised in 
various other wavs and operate 
nndtr almost continuous scrut¬ 
iny. Shareholders appoint their 
own auditors— chartered accoun¬ 
tants- w ho closely examine each 
hank's affairs. 

Then there is an Inspector 
General of Hanks, an officer 
under the Minister of Finance, 
whose duty it is to keep through¬ 
out the year a vigilant eye upon 
hanking operations, lie has ac¬ 
cess to all hank records. 

Hanks have to make statutory 
returns t«> the Minister of Fin¬ 
ance and to the Hank of Canada, 
periodically. Heavy penalties are 
provided for neglect to make 


ibem or if they contain falsity 
or deceit. 

Each month they must report 
to the Government the total of 
loans made to hank directors or 
to firms in which they are part¬ 
ners. ami of loans w hich directors 
guarantee. The return of January 
Hist. 1938, shows that the total 
of such loans does not amount 
to more than I 98th part of the 
total hunk loans. 

I here is no "money mono¬ 
poly in hanking. Any group of 
icsironsihle people who will get 
>""00.000 capital subscribed and 
half of it paid tip, und who fulfil 
the requirements of The Hank 
\el, can start a hank. The re- 
quirements are devised to safe¬ 
guard the people against fly-by- 
night promoters. 

Lip till 1931 chartered hanks 
issued their own notes to the 
amount of their paid-up capital 
and might, on occasion, exreed 
that sum under definite and rigid 
legal limits. 

In estahli-hiug the Hank of 
Canada, Parliament provided 
lhat for ten years from and in¬ 
cluding 1930, there should he a 
steady year by year reduction in 
the note circulation of the char¬ 
tered hanks. 

W i can issue our own note.s 
now only up to 83 per rent, of 
our paid-up capital. Each year, 
as this reduction takes place, the 
note issue of the Hank of Canada 
increases. 

Thus it must he seen that 
banks have never had an un¬ 
limited power to issue notes— 
they have alvvuvs been definitely 
restricted by Parliament, with 
heavy (mrs as penalties for any 
breach of those restrictions. 

'I here is no mystery about the 
vvoik of Canada's chartered 
hanks- their doings are an open 
hook to the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment, through the Minister of 
Finance, his officers, and the 
Hank of Canada. 

The chartered hanks arc con¬ 
trolled hy specific laws, regula¬ 
tions and restrictions designed 
for vnur iirotei lion as de|M>sitor, 
note-holder or borrower. Their 
work is to safeguard the thrifty, 
promote the flow of trade and 
commerce and to facilitate the 
transfer of goods and services.

Many persons today, and you 
may be or.e of them, do not eat 
an adequate amount of all the 
food elements necessery for the 
highest possible level of health. 
As a consequence, malnutrition 
may result. But malnutrition is 
i:ot a spectacular condition. For 
example, everyone knows that 
a lack of iron will result in the 
Jevelopment of anaemic. The 
mildly anaemic person usually 
does not realize he is anaemic. 
His weight may be quite normal 
and he may be aide to carry on 
with his every-day life, but he 
lacks energy and vigor. A de¬ 
ficiency of calcium in the diet 
may take years before it obvious 
ly affects your health, but e- 
ventually it will.

saiy for life and health? You 
l-c Firmer! co ki o\v that 
there are no less than 30—iron, 
calcium, iodine, fat, carbohy¬ 
drate, proteins, vitamins, and 
ol'ierr. They may be arranged 
into five groups of food sub- 
ota: cc3, the vitamins, the min¬ 
erals, the proteins, the fats, and 
the carbohydrates. A deficiency 
of any of these essential food 
dements c: danger ; your health. 

To get these five groups of 
foods and enjoy the highest pos¬ 
sible level of health, take each 
day one-half to one pint of pas¬ 
teurize 1 milk (childre n one and 
o: e-hall* pints), one egg, some 
moat, two vegetables besides 
potato, and some raw fruit. Vit¬ 
amin D is also necessary in the 
winter months.
